Adopts the Unusual Course of Is¬ 
suing a Statement To Allay 
Excitement. 


BIGGEST FURORE IN YEARS. 


London, Nov. 1.—Negotiations be¬ 
tween Great Britain and Russia looking 
to a settlement of the North sea affair 
are progressing favorably, and there Is 
not the slightest danger of any friction 
arising between the two Governments. 
The constitution of the International 
commission under The Hague conven¬ 
tion Is on the verge of settlement. 

In spite of these pacific conditions 
Great Britain to-day experienced a war 
panic that can only be compared to tbs 
panic created on Sunday, October 23. 
when the news of the sinking of the 
trawlers in the North sea was received. 
Not for years have so many alarmist 
reports and flaming extras flooded Lon¬ 
don. 

The most extraordinary feature of 
this scare, which was serious enough 
while it lasted, is that there was not 
one single circumstance to Justify it. 
The excitement started early in the 
day, when the newspapers announced 
the departure of the Russian Baltic 
squadron from Vigo. The pftbllo were 
not in possession of the Information 
cabled to the Associated Press to the 
United States that the officers con¬ 
cerned In the firing on the British 
trawlers would be detached, and 
Jumped at the conclusion that Russia 
hod broken faith by not detaining the 
vessels involved In the affair. On top 
of this came a report of tremendous 

activity at Gibraltar.

Alarmist Reports. 


To-day’s furor would be- ludicrous ex¬ 
cept for the striking instance It has 
afforded of the willingness of the Brit¬ 
ish public to believe that almost any 
development k» possible after th* North 
Sea affair and for th* enthusiasm pro¬ 
duced by Gibraltar’* wirllke news. The 
Foreign Office la Intensely irritated at 
the constru tion placed upon what it 
declares must have been mere fleet 
and garrison exercises. The Associated 
Press is authorized to state that no 
orders have b*en given the huge fleet 
now concentrated at Gibraltar to make 
any preparations In connection with 
the departure of Admiral Rojestven¬ 
sky’s squadron. 

Some annoyance was caused In 
Downing street ear her in the day by 
the announcement of the sailing of the 
fleet coming from the British consul 
at Vigo before the Russian government 
officially informed the British govern 
ment that the officers whose test mony 
is dwdred, hod been detached. Am¬ 
bassador Renckendorff aoon made 
amends for this om!***ion v while Am 
b.Yssadcr Hardinge oonflrmed the news 
from St. Petenfourg. 

Both the Russian embassy and the 
Foreign Office affirm tha*t the negotia¬ 
tion* to-day were entirely confined to 
the selection of the International com 
mission to which no hitch has occur¬ 
red. Count Bencker.dorff. who twice 
saw Lord Lansdowne in addition to 
visiting King Edward at Buckingham 
Palace, was perfectly amazed to see 
flaming war posters rs he drove back 
from hlf* later visit to the Foreign Of¬ 
fice. In hla two conversations with the 
British Foreign Minister the question 
of the sailing of the Baltic squadron 
had not even been raised except when 
the Err.haeaador informed Lord Laos- 
downe that four officers had been de¬ 
tached. the news of which had already 
unofficially reached Lord Lansdowna 
through the Associated Press St. Pet 
ersburg dispatches.

Hour by hour the news from Gibral¬ 
tar became more serious, until at last 
the climax was reached with the an¬ 
nouncement that the British fleet had 
cleared for action. Some even said 
that the fleet had sailed to meet Rojest- 
vensky's squadron. In huge type the 
papers made the parallel statements, 
“The British fleet has cleared for ac¬ 
tion” and “The Russian fleet has 
sailed.” 

No newspaper and no person seemed 
able to explain these events. The reas¬ 
suring Information available in the 
United Slates that the sailing of the 
Baltic squadron from Vigo was with 
the knowledge of and agreeable to the 
British Government was not even 
hinted nt by the papers here. 

The news from Gibraltar became 
more and more alarming, and finally 
the Foreign Office was overrun by re¬ 
porters, some of whom brought the ru¬ 
mor that Admiral Beresford had al¬ 
ready sunk the remnant of Admiral 
Rojestvensky'a fleet. 

Ambassador BenckendorfT at that 
moment wns quietly discussing with 
Foreign Minister Lansdowne the per¬ 
sonnel of the International commis¬ 
sion. but it was popularly rumored that 
he was receiving an ultimatum. Pre¬ 
mier Balfour. Admiral Sir John Fisher, 
commander-in-chief at Portsmouth; 
Lord Srlbourne. First Lord of the Ad¬ 
miralty, and Prince Louis of Batten- 
burg, Director of Naval Intelligence, 
were all in conference, and It was open¬ 
ly hinted that they were planning the 
first stroke of war. As a matter of 
fact, like Lord Lansdowne. they were 
engaged In considering names that had 
been suggested for the international 
commission.

RUSSIA IS SUSPICIOUS. 

Tension Relieved By Departure of 
Admiral Rojestvensky. 

8t. Petersburg, Nov. 2. 2:15 a. m.— 
The four officers detached from the 
Baltic squadron to testify regarding the 
North sea affair are expected to reach 
St. Petersburg In two days. It Is hoped 
that they wilt be able to throw a clear 
light upon this mysterious incident. 

The news of the departure of Vice Ad¬ 
miral Rojestvensky and his ships from 
Vigo has considerably relieved the ten¬ 
sion here. The great mass of Russians 
are quite as suspicious of Great Brit¬ 
ain’s motives as Britons are of Russia’s 
purposes, and there has been consider¬ 
able apprehension here that Great 
Britain might use the trawler incident 
as a pretext for detaining the Baltic 
squadron. Tills apprehension is now 
largely a 1 fayed, though fears are ex¬ 
pressed in some quarters that there 
may be further complications before the 
flee* s-U through the Suez oanal or 
around the Cape of Good Hope. The 
situation, however. Is being more dis¬ 
passionately discussed. 

Premier Balfour Ill. 

London, Nov. L—It wae announced 
to-night that Premier Balfour is slight¬ 
ly Indisposed, and will, as a precaution¬ 
ary measure, be confined to the house 
for a few days. In consequence of this 
the Cabinet meeting to-morrow will be 
held at 10 o’clock In Downing street In¬ 
stead of at the Fore.gn Office.

THE TRIAL AT GOMEL. 


A RISING DEMOCRATIC TIDE 


New York. Nov. 1.—[Special. 1—The 
talk here to-day among the politicians 
and citizens has been over the tremen 
doua ovation paid the Democratic can 
didate for President In Madison Square 
last night. It is admitted on all sides 
that it was the greatest political meet¬ 
ing ever held In New York city. The 
Democrats are delighted with its re¬ 
sults and the Republicans are dis¬ 
mayed. 

The tide to-day la stll/ strong and 
seemingly irresistible to the Democratic 
ticket. The opinion Is unanimous 
among the Democratic managers, lead¬ 
ers and prominent met* In the party 
that Judge Parker will carry the State. 
The slump In the stock market and the 
shortening of the odds In the election 
betting appear to verify this belief.

Judge Parker Confident. 


Bo far as Judge Parker himself is 
concerned he has not a doubt of the 
result. He feels confident of victory 
and his mall from Independents and 
Republican voters in the past who 
voted for McKinley and now* pledge 
him their votes is simply enormous, so 
large in fact that bis private secretary 
has not the time to read It, Ove- 500 
of these letters remained unopened 
when Judge Parker left for Newark.

Situation Grows Brighter.

Proceeding to the northwest until he 
reached about the point of his previous 
trip in that direction he turned the 
airship shandy around, and. he mated 
later, he pulled the rope that releases 
the gas.

Knabenshue doffed his cap and smil¬ 
ingly assured the crowd that he w*as 
back safe and had enjoyed the trip. 

Inventor Baldwin Instructed him to 
stay In the rigging while the alrffhJp 
was being towed back into the aeron¬ 
autic concourse. When the gate of the 
concourse was reached ail attempt wua 
made to prevent the crowd from en¬ 
tering unless tickets were purchased.

Crowd Become# Excited. 

“Let my men and the alrBhip in. 
said Baldwin. The gatekeeper started 
to obey when, with & rush, the crowd 
threw* itself en masse against the gate 
and with a rip and crurih it went down, 
tumbling Baldwin and his men. to¬ 
gether with many of the spectators 
Into a heap. BaJdwdn hung to the rope 
of his airship during the scramble, 
while Knabenshue. from above, 
laughed and admonished the crowd not 
to trample Baldwin to death. The 
scramble was over In a moment, and 
Baldwin led the way back thr» "h to 
tiie concourt** incloeure to th* erailing 


west when the ’’Arrow” was brought 
out of the Aerodrome to-day. With 
much difficulty the guards cleared a 
passage w*ay through the dense crowd 
Into the open area. The airship, with 
Knabenshue standing In the rigging, 
floated buoyantly and obediently after 
Baldwin, w’ho held the anchor rope, had 
made his way through the crowd to a 
point where two supports had been 
placed on which to rest the “Arrow.” 
Then everything was given a Anal and 
close Inspection. 

Knabenshue was Instructed by Mr. 
Baldwin to make a flight of half an 
hour and to maneuver in the vicinity 
of the concourse, but in descending to 
land without the Inclosure. Illustrative 
of the nicety of the balance of the 
airship an Incident occurred Just a mo¬ 
ment before the start. Knabenshue had 
forgotten his wire pliers and asked for 
them. Baldwin handed him the tool 
and told him to weight It In. Taking 
the pliers In one hand. Knabenshue 
scooped the other into a sandbag and 
getting about an equal weight of sand, 
threw the minute amount of ballast to 
the ground. 

I'm all ready, start the motor,” he 
said. Baldwin gave the motor wheel 
a turn and the little engine energetic¬ 
ally began Its ”chug-chug-chug.” re¬ 
volving the propeller fans.

Graceful As a Bird. 


“Everybody let go/’ snid Baldwin and 
lightly as a bird the airship rose above 
the heads of the cheering spectators, 
gracefully cleaned the high fence and 
proceeded due north, mounting higher 
and higher each Instant. After reach¬ 
ing an aJtltude of about three hundred 
feet Knabenshue waved his cap to the 
spectators and then swept his rudder 
to veer the ’’Arrow” to the south. 
Almost before the rudder had complet¬ 
ed the turn the “Arrow” began re¬ 
sponding and slowly swung around In 
a circle until the prow* pointed to the 
southwest, against the wind Then 
Knabenshue tilted the prmvupward and 
began amending. His course was di¬ 
rectly across the concourse and his 
movement# w*ere plaJn*ly discernib’e 
He peered closely Into th a motor which 
seemed to have suddenly died dowm, 
and began working at the control¬ 
ling lever. After a moment the pro¬ 
peller seemed to gain renewed energy 
and the propeller revolved with speed. 


smiling and waving his bands. 

When the starting point had been 
reached. Inventor Baldwin climbed into 
the riging of the airship and said: 

“For the third time I want to Intro¬ 
duce to you Mr. A. R. Knabenshue, 
who has been up in this airship on 
three trips, the last tw*o of which w’ere 
eminently successful. He did not land 
In tihe concourse because I told him not 
to. I w’Jii* afraid somebody might get 
hurt, and that the propeller fans might 
be broken. He chose to land in the 
stadium and did so, thereby demon 
stratlng again that he had complete 
control over the ship. To-morrow aft¬ 
ernoon Mr. Knabeni^hue will start on a 
trip of fifteen miles. It makes no dif¬ 
ference whether the wind Is blowing 
or there Is a calm, he wrlli make the 
flight, and I feel aseured it will be suc¬ 
cessful” 

The airship was then taken Into the 
aerodrome, where Knabenshue dis¬ 
mounted to shake the hundreds of ex¬ 
tended hands.

Never once did It hesitate or prove 
obstinate. I feel confident after to¬ 
day's flight that all question as to the 
dirlgiblllty of the Baldwin airship hue 
been dispelled.” 

Just as he ceased speaking, his 
mother and wife hurried into the aero¬ 
drome. Mrs. Knabenshue. the mother, 
kissed him affectionately and then said: 

”Roy, why did you not tell me? I 
wanted to see you go up, but you did 
not tell me.” Turning to her son Paul, 
she gently chided him for having left 
her in the Agricultural building view¬ 
ing the sights while her son Roy was 
circling through apace above. It was 
explained by the sons later that their 
mother had undergone such a strain 
yesterday during the flight that they 
deemed it better to-day not to'tell her 
of the ascent. She was keenly disap¬ 
pointed w*hen she learned that the day’* 
flight was over. 

Knabenshue expressed himself ns 
confident of being able to proceed over 
the flfteen-mlle course to-morrow, de¬ 
claring that such a flight would go far 
toward demonstrating the practicabili¬ 
ty of the airship.

Newark N. J., Nov. l.—Eventually 
Ineffective but temporarily successful, 
was the attempt made to-night io rout 
a monster Democratic meeticV a t the 
Essex troop armory, whe* jg« Park¬ 
ed was the principal spea,, . The great 
building, wdth a capacity said to be 
more than two-thirds that of Masson 
Square Garden In New York, was filled, 
and at the first mention of the present 
Administration and the name of Pres¬ 
ident HooseveUt, hundreds broke forth 
with terrific cheering and for several 
minutes it appeared as though the 
Democrats were in the minority. The 
scene that followed was one of unim¬ 
aginable confusion. Hisses and cheers 
w’ere mingled. Words in anger and 
threats were heard and the police were 
powerless to control. Finally the Dem¬ 
ocrats by sheer force of numbers and 
their greater volume of sound drowned 
out. their adversaries. 

The disturbance occurred before 
Judge Parker reached the hail. The 
meeting was called to order at 8 o’clock. 
It was under the auspices of the Par¬ 
ker Constitution Club, of New’ Jersey, 
and Richard V. Llndabtxry was intro¬ 
duced a* the presiding officer. He be¬ 
gan his speech, devoted bo national is¬ 
sues. but hAd not fairly started before 
It became evident that there were a 
number of Kepnbliran* in the budding. 
Mr. Linda bury referrvd to the alleged 
usurpation of power by the executive 
In the Panama Republic Incident which 
appeared to be tho signal far the out¬ 
break.

A Combat of Yells. 


In an instant the representative* of 
the two parties w’ere locked in a com¬ 
bat of hoot* and hisses, handclapping 
and cheers. Mr. Llndabury appeared 
to be taken by surmise and he repeat¬ 
ed the reference to I*anamo. again 
mentioning the name of President 
Roosevelt, which wns cheered louder 
than ever.

New York, 
and was continued at the Jfoboken sta¬ 
tion, on a crowded train to Newark 
and en route to the home of former 
Senator Jame* Smith. Jr., where the 
members of his party were guests at 
dinner. At the Broad sttTeet station In 
Newark several thousand p-ople gath¬ 
ered. and despite extensive poUce pro¬ 
tection, passage up Broad street wa* 
forced with great difficulty. Led by a 
squad of police and a military band, 
the party In two carriages was driven 
to tMr. Smith’s home. A big crowd wae 
gathered there and lines were estab¬ 
lished by the poMce lo enable the party 
to reach the house. A* Judge Parker 
mounted the steps a here was a tremen¬ 
dous cheering. He lifted Ms hat sev¬ 
eral times and shook band* with many 
women who rushed to the st^ps. Aftet 
dinner a reception was held at Mr. 
Smith’s home, where many people met 
the candidate.

Diiplay of Fireworks. 


Judge Parker And Mr. Smith rtarted 
for the armory at 8:30. The street and 
park In front of Mr. Smith's house was 
crowded with people, who cheered the 
candidate ns they drove away, and an 
elaborate display of fireworks wa# 
made all along the route to the ar¬ 
mory. 

The procession of the Parker party, 
including the escorts of marching clubs 
bands, committees of citizens in <*x»r* 
tinges and those in charge of the ar¬ 
rangement for the candidate’s recep* 
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lion enjoyed an unimpeded passage to 
the armory, but there they found the 
Capacity of the building overtaxed. 
After several attempts to gain an en¬ 
trance by the main door a gateway was 
found beneath the stage. During the 
wait for Judg£ Parker William H. 
Fielder, candidate for Mayor, was 
called for and made a few remarks. 
He was interrupted by the appearance 
of Judge Parker on the platform at 9:03 
o'clock. The demonstration was phe¬ 
nomenal.

:t was exactly twelve minutes after 9 
when Judge Parker took a hand in 
quelling the enthusiasm.

In each one the first public building was 
a church, the second a schoolhous** und 
the third a courthouse, where all the 
forms of law, sanctified by precedent and 
fitted f*.r tit* UM of a free, self-y 
ing people, fopnd adoption. 

They have spoken the same language, 
they have had the same thought of union, 
th«* siime tolerance for every religious be¬ 
lief, and the same confidence In and co¬ 
operation with each other. 

Drawn originally from many sources, 
the stream has broudened as It flawed 
Steadily and almost remorselessly aerose 
the country. Over forest and prairie. 
acr»?ss mountain and river, irt extremes 
©f heat and cold, these people have gone 
on conquering and to conquer. With 
them has been tne Ideal of the liberty of 
the individual, and stability In so much 
of government «s they had found to be 
necessary. Still later the stream ago n 
broadened and new European reservoirs 
©f population were drawn upon. But the 
methods, the ideals, the outlook. th-» devo¬ 
tion to freedom, the universal tolerance, 
th»»*e never changed The newcomer was 
welcomed and every distinction as to em¬ 
ployment, place of birth, creed and class. 
w<m lost, so that, all accretions or addi 
coming from where they might. 


have only enlarged and emphasized the 
Ideals and purpose?* of the founder*.

lation. ami no drill master, except In¬ 
dustry and tho natural instinct of men 
to unite In self-defense, ha* called our 
people away from their peaceful pursuits 

From wherever drawn or in whatever 
place he settled, the man become at once 
a citizen and a free partaker in tho bene¬ 
fits that already had accrued to genera - 
tlcms formed by Intelligent self-govern¬ 
ment. Ho became entitled, under the lo¬ 
cal. State or national law. to the same 
protection accorded the representative of 
the oldest family. In whatever part of 
the world he ha* gone the protecting [now 
er of tho United States has been thrown 
over him, even though he should have 
come among us the humble art and poorest 
of peasant*. International law ha* been 
changed In his favor, and unwilling gov¬ 
ernments have been forced to honor his 
passport aluito protect him when—even 
under conditions formerly unknown to law 
or practice— he saw' fit to return to his 
native country. 

It 1* this expansion, natural, inevitable, 
utmost as sJlent as the tide* of the ocean, 
whldh has made this country what it is 
and In the society that has cuvme out of 
this varied effort the words ''empire'' and 
"subject" have become meaningless and 
^ ifete.

European Expansion. 


Turn for a moment from this picture to 
that which set* before us the process of 
expansion even in the great countries of 
Europe, and we find an entirely different 
Ideal. There It has been accompanied by 
the cruelty of the conqueror, the ambi¬ 
tion of the soldier and the rapacity of 
the tax collector. It ho* gone on not 
over virgin land*, but among crowded 
impiilationa. It ha* put millions of peopl* 
under the heel of tho conqueror find has 
Inculcated among those at homo the idea 
that theao great ma«*es have been 
brought into the world In order to serve 
a distant master whom they would never 
see or to provide business or pleasure or 
profit for a conquering race. It ha* pro¬ 
moted tho growth of navies, useless ami 
unnecessary for their natural purpose of 
protecting commerce, and armies w'hlch, 
quartered upon the conquered land, have 
been paid by revenues drawn from scanty 
or decaying Industrie*. Even In these 
days of arbitration and peace conf»r- 
$noe». the rage for conquest, national 
rivalry and the fear that one might ob¬ 
tain an advantage’ over another, have 
made conscription almost universal over 
the whole continent of Europe. They 
have divided unknown continent* Into 
protectorate* or sphere* of Influence which 
thus far hAve been almost useless to the 
holder* and harmful to the native*.

It Is this kind of expansion upon which 
we are Invited to look with favor \V> 
are asked to turn from our own mighty 
but peaceful triumph*, from the speo.aoli 
of a continent settled by a homeoge neons 
people, attached to liberty, fitted- to gov¬ 
ern themselves, in order that we may en¬ 
ter upon the beginning of a policy w hich 
must Inevitably end in the adoption of 
the other method a which 1 have so briefly 
and so imperfectly outlined. 

When we are asked then to turn away 
from the assured triumph* which a pop¬ 
ular system—familiar as household word* 
-Has brought to us, and to adopt methods 
which, opposed to all our traditions have 
not even the merit of success, or erf br’ng- 
Ing self-government, happiness and con¬ 
tentment to n single people thus far sub¬ 
jected to them, we may well enter our 
protest against such a policy. We feel 
and know* that that <hart of liberty by 
which our people have guided their 
course for more than a century and a 
quarter has not been lost. If. under a 
Government of constitutional restraints 
and regard for law*, we have been able, 
through peace and w'ar. foreign and In¬ 
ternecine, to grow from a population of 
3,000.000 to one of 8C.0fl0.0o0 why may wr 
not go on until we have doubled that 
number? * Why Should we now consent 
to take even the first step which, ac¬ 
cording to it* advocates. Is certain to 
lead us to w-hat they call "empire?" 

It is within the recollection or the great 
mass of our population. It is within the 
knowledge of all that the sympathies of 
our people formerly went out to the 
small countries of the Old World which 
were struggling for recognition or Inde¬ 
pendence. We had only fairly emerged 
Into independence ourselves when th»* 
cause of Greece excited th© Interest c( 
our statesmen and commanded the sup¬ 
port of our people. In their turn the 
warmest welcome wo* given to the 
friend* of liberty from Poland and Hun¬ 
gary, that accorded to Louis Kossuth be¬ 
ing iin exnnvple which ha* become both 
historic and pathertk?. VYe were not then 
afra'd to avow sympathy with the aspi¬ 
rations of Ireland nor to give the strong¬ 
est approval to tbs continental struggles 
for freedom France as a republic has 
always excited the h'ghest Interest, and 
every movement looking to the rxtrns on 
of the areas of popular Government with 
an elected head commanded the national 
admiration.

Strange Alliances. 


But now a different story Is told. We 
hear strange reports of alliances, but thev 
are with those Governments In which 
the strength of their armies and navies 
!* more in evidence than their devotion 
to popular rule We hknr utterance* or 
sentiments in which contempt is shown 
for small count !res. Instead of treasur¬ 
ing Washington's admonition to be friend¬ 
ly to all nation*, but to form alllnroes 
wHh none, the Idea now uppermost In 
some of our diplomacy teems to be that 
tb!s cloctrlne is outworn and obrolrt* an‘.1 
that because we are 80,000.000 Instead of 
10 ,000,000 we should change our political 
habits and adopt methods and manners 
long since rejected. 

But there are other direction* In which 
we have departed widely from our early 
traditions, and w'hlch now menace our 
people Industrially. We all knqw that 
during the last quarter of a century viat 
charges have taken place In our industrial 
condition—charges that hove tended to 
do a wav with competition nnd have placed 
the leading Industries of the country !n 
the control of a f^w* men. We have been 
warned agnln3t this tendency from time 
to tlnu by thoughtful and far-s^elrg men 
but the warning has not been heeded 
To-day. however, most men are able to 
appreciate that it would have been wise 
to heed the warning earlier. Now the 
t.isk of checking the evil !a greater. Those 
who have enjoyed special privileges, en¬ 
abling them indirectly to tax the people, 
together with these who have by com¬ 
binations obtained practically the control 
of certain kind* of have grown 

so strong that they feel able to control 
elections, thus preventing Interference 
with the power they enjoy. The effect of 
that power, as wielded, has been to in¬ 
crease the cost of living to all: to add to 
the burdens of every one. without corre¬ 
sponding benefit, or any benefit. 

• • • 

Increase In Cost of Living. 


It 1* conceded that during the last three 
or four years the Increase in the coat of 
living has amounted to one-sixth. Sec. 
retary Shaw rejoices In It and he says the 
wages of the workingmen And the Income 
of our people ore greater In proportion. 
Now. If that Is true, the householders of 
thla country know It. If not. their wive* 
do. They know whether the Income of 
the breadwinner l* greater by one-sixth 
than it was four year* ago. There are in¬ 
stances In which It Is But the gr*at ma¬ 
jority of you will find It is not true.' You 
will discover that It requires Just a little 
mod work on your part and more care 
on the port of your wives to make both 
ends meet from month to month. 

Now why is it that the prices of the 
things we have to have are pushed up a 
little from time to time, whether there be 
Improvement In our Income* or not? It 
1 * In part because the business of the 
country to-dny 1? largely In the control of 
combination* or trusts which nre enabled 
to shut out competition and thus control 
prices arbitrarily, 

• • • 

The Coal Strike. 


We had a great coal strike In 1902. The 
( result of It was to cruhc some distress 
and threaten a good deal more. That con¬ 
test was expen Iv© to both s des. It wai 
permanently expensive to labor. It was 
temporarily expensive to the controllers 
| of the coal properties. Almost Immedi¬ 
ately after the miring und distribution of 
coal had been resumed they advanced 
I the price fifty cent* per ton. They did 
this for the purpose of compelling our 
people to pay the ext*nsca of their con¬ 
test with their workmen. This is usual, 
not unusual. I cite It aa nn Illustration, 
because it is well known to nil who pur- 
■ chase coal. You each know that the price 
1 wns Increased fifty cents per ton almost 
Immediately after the strike. 

You know the fact than the beef trust 
Is enabled tc fix prices and to maintain 
them prncti 4 v everywhere In th.* conn, 
try. They control the retail dealers, who 


cannot have a pound of meat unless they 
agree to buy It uU of the beef trusE Be¬ 
cause they practically control the retail¬ 
er* of the conn try they arc enabled to fix 
the prices which they shall pay to the 
stock-raiser* fof their cattle and nogs and 
sheep. This Is so because there I* no one 
else to buy their stock. 

It I* Mild that there are 453 of these 
trust* In this country. Whether that is 
correct I do not know. But it l* quite 
certain that the leading Industries of Hi s 
country are rapidly coming Into the con¬ 
trol of great comb.nations. And many of 
them are so munuged «i* to extort prices 
from the people that could not otherwise 
be obtained. 

• • • 

An Insurmountable Object. 


It I* often said "but there 1* no difficul¬ 
ty in one’s starting the same kind of 
business if ho can g* t any customers." 
But there Is a difficulty—an Insurmount¬ 
able difficulty. When a great combination 
undertakes to control the retail trade in 
a locality It throttles competition. You 
may start your moat business with a 
capital little or substantial. If the trust 
think* It is worth while to drive you out 
of business it can start a market along¬ 
side of you and sei! at half your prices. 
You murt meet the cut In raiea at once 
or ga without customers. Meeting tho cut 
moan* the Ion* of your capital. In either 
event your competition Is at an end. The 
loss to the trust Is fully compensated by 
Its warning to ether* who would make 
a like attempt. 

I am In tavor of thrift. I believe in 
tho aocuimrula:!cvn of property and it* full 
protection under the laws. 1 would not 
©ay one word or do one act w hich would 
tend to arouse doss hatred or create 
class distinctions. 1 wou-M leu times 
rather go down to de»f«vt than to contrib¬ 
ute In any degree toward ill feeling be¬ 
tween capital ankl labor. Each de¬ 
pendant upon the other. Each is neces¬ 
sary for our industrial progress. Each 
i* entitle^ to full protection. But tho«e 
who would cmp.oy capital illegally for 
tho purpose of oppre-s ng the people are 
not entitled to protection. 

« • • 

Why Not Enforce the LawP 


When an individual violates the law 
the law punishes him. When i corpora- 
Jon violates th$ law' the law should pun¬ 
ish it. A corporation is no more entitled 
to immunity from the consequence* of 
the wrongful act* than tne Individual. 
A combination of Individual* to control 
the market price of product* of any kind 
i* void. A combination of corporation* 
for a similar purpose la alike void. We 
would not hesitate for a moment to prose¬ 
cute the Individuals thus violating the 
law for the purpose of oppressing the 
people. Why Should there be any hesita¬ 
tion in enforcing th:- law against grea-t 
orporatlons fur Illegal business? Are the 
artificial creations *»f the government ex¬ 
empt In practice from the operation of 
that sacred principle of equal and exact 
Justice to all men. It ought not to be so. 
And It Will not be long so If we a* a 
people act wisely in fetfth State and na¬ 
tional contest* \ 

Those who h*a.vo not ulreadv determined 
what action should be taken on this 
question would do well to pointer on these 
wor<ls from EXknond Burke: 

"But, speaking of :hlng* In their ordlna 
ry course. In a country of. monopoly, th re 
can be no patriotism. There may be a 
party spirit, but p # ubllc- spirit there can 
be none. As to a* spirit of liberty *lfll 
k*ss can It exist, or anything like it. A 
liberty made up of penalties: a liberty 
made up of Incapacities; a liberty made 
up of conclusion and proscription, con¬ 
tinued for ngo*. of four-fifths perhaps of 
the Inhabitants of all ranks and fortune*! 
In what does *uch liberty differ from the 
description ©f the most shocking kind of 
scrvlttidet But It will be saJd in that 
country some people are free. Why. this 
Is t>he very description of despotism. Par¬ 
tial freedom is privilege and prerogative 
and not liberty. Liberty, aurh as deserves 
the name. 1* an honest, equitable, diffu¬ 
sive and impartial principle. It is a great 
and enl irg»*d virtue and not a sordid, 
selfish and 1 Literal vice. It is a portion 
of the mass of citizen* and not tho haugh¬ 
ty license o<f some potent individual or 
some predominant faction."

NEARLY TWENTY SPEECHES 

Made By Fairbanks On His Tour of 
Northern Indiana. 

Laporte, Ind., Nov. L—Nearly twen¬ 
ty speeches were made to-day by Sen¬ 
ator Charles W. Fairbanks, the Repub¬ 
lican candidate for Vice President. 
With one exception, that of Sturgis. 
Mich., the Senator's addresses were de¬ 
livered to the citizens of his State. At 
all points he was enthusiastically wel¬ 
comed, and his speeches were repeated¬ 
ly punctuated with applause.

J. Frank Hanly. the Republican can¬ 
didate for Governor of Indiana. At 
South Bend Congressman Abraham L. 
Brick Joined the party. At Lima, Ind.. 
a station which was not included In the 
original schedule, the atudentp of Howe 
Military Academy were present to 
greet uhe vice president laJ candidate. 
To them he said: 

"Some of our political opponents have 
had much to «ay about militarism and 
the spirit of militarism. There 1* no 
spirit of militarism which Is a menace 
to our country. The soldiers of the re¬ 
public have always been Its friends and 
not enemies. The young men study¬ 
ing military tactic* here are learning 
the lesson* of patriotism and learning 
to be good citizens." 

The largest crowds of the day were 
at Goshen, Elkhart and Smith Bend. 
The last speech of the evening ww at 
Hammond and the Senator’s rpeclai 
train was laid over at Michigan City 
during the night.

Port Arthur With Increas¬ 
ing Effectiveness. 


THE JAPANESE BOMBARDMENT 


IS INFLICTING HEAVY DAMAGE 
ON RUSSIAN FORTS. 


SOME OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


Tokio. Nov. 1, 9 p. m.—Imperial head¬ 
quarter* to-day published a series of 
report* covering the operations against 
Port Arthur during the months of 
August, September and October. The 
chief interest centers in the tremend¬ 
ous attack which was begun October 
26. and Is still continuing. 

Hundreds of Japanese guns began 
battering against the northerly and 
easterly forts on October 26. the Infan¬ 
try moving forward with desperate 
rushes where the artillery had prepared 
the way. while the sappers were run¬ 
ning mines against the Russian forts. 

The reports record a series of des¬ 
perate encounters at close range and 
tell a dramatic story. 

The reports beginning with that cov¬ 
ering the attack of October 26 are as 
follows: "From 8:30 o'clock in the 
morning the forts on Sungshu and 
Rihlung mountains, the Eastern group 
of forts on Keekwan mountain und a 
fort lying to the north of the latter 
were bombarded with our siege guns 
and naval ordnance and 250 shells. 

• • • 

Many Effective Shells. 


"The naval guns directed against the 
Sungshu and Rihlung mountain forts 
sent many effective shells. The parapet 
of Rihlung mountain fort was demol¬ 
ished and openings were made in the 
fort. Several portions of the cover 
were destroyed. 

"Two of the most Important covers 
on Sungshu mountain fort were de¬ 
stroyed by our shells. One fifteen cen¬ 
timeter gun was dismounted and an¬ 
other damaged. One gun on the north¬ 
ern fort of East Keekwan mountain 
was destroyed. 

"From 2 o'clock in the afternoon oth¬ 
er siege guns were directed against the 
trenches on all slopes of Sungshu 
mountain and Rihlung mountain, and 
against the trenches on the south side 
of Popslan mountain. Ail these trenches 
w’qre heavily damaged by 5 o'clock In 
the afternoon. A portion of our right 
wing charged against the trenches on 
Sungshu mountain, aijd a portion of 
our center wing charged against the 
trenches on Rihlung mountain, and on 
the southern part of Popslan mountain, 
and took possession of them without 
heavy loss. 

"Simultaneously with the occupation 
of the places from which the Russians 
had been driven, the enemy posted In 
the forts In their vicinity, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the forts on West Sltal Yang- 
kou, Mantao mountain, Golden Hill, 
Pal Yua mountain and Laollnchus, con¬ 
centrated his fire against points where 
our assaults were progressing. 

• • • 

An Impressive Scene. 


"The sound of our cannonade, the 
fire from the guns of the enemy and 
the bursting of shells made an Im¬ 
pressive tu|d dramatic scene. 

"The enPrney’s shells w’ere defective. 
A large mine ©xploded on the slope of 
Rihlung mountain, but none of our men 
w*as killed thereby. 

"On the same night, with the object 
of preventing the Russians from mak¬ 
ing repairs, our siege and naval guns 
shelled the forts of Rihlung mountain. 
East Keekwan mountajn and Sung- 
sehu mountain. 

"The enemy's warship b and ma¬ 
chinery buildings were also shelled. 

"The enemy holding Sungschu and 
Rihlung mountains, under the protec¬ 
tion of a shell fire undertook several 
night attacks, but all of them were re¬ 
pulsed. 

"On October 27, the bombardment 
with our siege guns was continued ant! 
the fire of our naval guns w*as directed 
against Sungschu Itz, Palyu and Rih¬ 
lung mountains, and also against the 
dockyard and the warships. 

• • • 

Effect* of Bombardment. 


"Of the effects of our bombardment 
those deserving special mention are the 
effect realized against a fort on East 
Keekw'an mountain, where a gun and 
its carriage were completely destroyed, 
the destruction of a banquette lying 
between the east end of the north 
front and the center of Rihlung mount¬ 
ain fort scattering the cover thereof 
and destroying two small gun® and the 
demolition of a gun on the east front 
of the same fort. 

"Several of our shells took effect on 
the southeastern corner of the same 
fort, destroying Its ewer and smash¬ 
ing two machine guns into pieces. One 
gun placed on a projected point of the 
Sungschu mountain fort wus dislocated 
and one 12 -centimetre gam w r hich was 
placed In the center of the left wing 
was demolished while the covers were 
also destroyed. 

"During the same night our engineer 
corps was sent against the northern 
part af the Bast Keekwan mountain 
and succeeded In destroying the outer 
casemate of a projected point. 

"During the night the enemy resort¬ 
ed to every mean® to obstruct our 
work, assaulting and using bomb®. At 
the same time the Russians worked 
energetically In effecting repairs on 
some portions of their forts damaged 
by our shells. 

"On October 28 the bombardment 
with heavy and other siege guns was 
continued and Its effect was good. 

"Two hundred and elghty-flve effec¬ 
tive shells have been counted, and be¬ 
side these several other shells took ef¬ 
fect on the forts of Anshu mountain. 
Itz mountain. Paiym mountain and on 
a hill 203 metres high.

Watships Bombarded. 


base of Golden Hill, which lasted for 
three hours. 

"During the night a machinery build¬ 
ing near the harbor was bombarded by 
our guns, w’hlch also protected the 
work of the engineers. 

"On October 29 the bombardment was 
continued with an Increased number of 
shells. 

• • • 

An Attack Repulsed. 


"On th© same morning at dawn 100 ©f 
the enemy assaulted our line extending 
toward Rihlung fort, but they were re¬ 
pulsed with heavy loss. 

"Simultaneously a similar force of the 
enemy assaulted our mine projected 
against Sungshu mountain. Our 
bravely withstood the attack, but wVjj&f 
forced to lost* a portion of th- ml fi jk 
which, however, was regained with iw 
assistance of our artillery at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

"A mire directed against Rihlung 
mountain fort reached the outer limit 
of the fort iast night. A portion of the 
outer limit of the fort was blown up. 

"Against the outer casement of the 
eastern point of the fori lying north 
of t :tst Keekwan mountain dynamite 
was applied twice last night, causing 
wide openings and killing several of the 
enemy inside the casement. 

"Our bombardment is proving In¬ 
creasingly effective. A number of shells 
from our heavy guns are taking ef¬ 
fect. We counted 3F>0 of the shell*. Be¬ 
side of this, heavy' damage has been in¬ 
flicted on the l/ooluichlkao. Itz moun¬ 
tain and Pal Yu mountain forts and 
those lying between them.

St. Petersburg. Nov. 2. 2:15 a. ttn— 'The 
expectation of serlou® development* at 
the theater of war has again failed of 
realization. To-day's official dispatches 
record nothing more, serious than the 
usual skirmishes. 


MAM CASUALTIES 


THROUGHOUT COUNTRY AS RE¬ 
SULT OF HALLOWEEN 
PRANKS. 


Death* and Injuries Reported From 
Michigan, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
New Jersey and Illinois. 


Port Huron, Mich., Nov. 1.—-Roy 
Lindsay, aged twenty-one years and 
married, 1 b dying, and seven other 
young men are nursing shot wounds 
which they received last night during 
a Halloween lark at Smith's Creek, 
near this city. The young men, ac¬ 
companied by several others who were 
not wounded. hAd gone to the farm of 
Joseph Lambert, who, it is claimed, 
threatened previous to Halloween that 
any pranks attempt^ at his expense 
would be severely punished. The young 
men had just stepped through his gate, 
it is alleged, when Lambert and his 
three hired men flreVl on them with 
shotguns from behind a straw stack. 
Lindsay fell, fatally w’ounded, and the 
other seven dropped to the ground, 
with shot wounds in various parts of 
their bodies.

Westfield, N. J., Nov. l^-Shooting to 
frighten Halloween merrymakers last 
night a bullet fired by Harold M. Wil¬ 
cox, a w’ell-kno\yh citizen, struck John 
Barling, aged fourteen, in the mouth. 
He staggered across the street and 
dropped dead. Wilcox carried the body 
of the dead boy to his house and noti¬ 
fied the police, who took him Into cus¬ 
tody. 

Mistaken For a Dummy. 

Columbus, O., Nov. 1.—Thinking that 
an object was a Halloween dummy on 
the tracks. Motorman Wm. Grlley did 
not stop his car Jruet night and ran over 
and killed an unknown man, who had 
not been identified to-day. He let the 
car run until the mangled body stop¬ 
ped the wheels. 

Killed During Halloween Celebration. 

Greensburg. Pa., Nov. 1.—During the 
Halloween celebration at Vandergrift 
Heights Roy Salsgiver, a prominent 
young man, w-as shot and Instantly 
killed by a man named Charley Ma¬ 
nilla, with whom he had an altercation. 
Manilla was arrested.

MAY REBUKE WASHINGTON 
FOR GOING INTO POLITICS. 


ABOUT 2.000 STREET CAR TICK¬ 
ETS SWELL CROWD. 


SECRETARY ON THE TARIFF. 


The Bhaw meeting at Phoenix Hill 
Park last evening drew a large crowd 
of Republicans, both white and black, 
and though the auditorium was not 
filled, all the chairs were taken and 
several hundred men stood around.the 
semi-circle of chair*. The crowd in the 
hall Iteelf was not as large by several 
thousand a® the throng which greeted 
Bryan when he apoke in the same hill. 
The crowd last night was made possi¬ 
ble by the distribution of 2,000 street¬ 
car checks by the campaign managers. 

The treatment accorded the negroes 
aroused much indignation among the 
colored nun. w'ho furnish half the votes 
of the Republican* of Louisville. Many 
of the prominent negroee of Louisville 
had received engraved invitations to 
the meeting, such as were sent to the 
prominent white Republicans, and were 
invited to have ?eats on the stage. The 
stage door was guarded by two store¬ 
keeper gaugers, and when the Rev. W. 
H. Stewart, the Rev. C. H. Parrteh ami 
other colored men who had invitation* 
presented themselves they were turned 
awny by the revenue employee who or¬ 
dered thm to tak seats In one of the far 
sections, where all the negroes were 
herded. Some of the negroes refused 
to stay, and the erithuriasm manifested 
by the others was lukewarm, and in 
.strong contrast to the usual deport¬ 
ment of the negroes at a Republican 
rally. Even the name of Lincoln was 
allowed to go by without a prolonged 
buret of cheering.

Shaw Talks On Tariff. 


Leslie M. Shaw, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and one of the member* of 
the Cabinet, now touring the country 
in the Interest of President Roosevelt, 
was the speaker of the evening. For 
two hours and a half he discussed the 
Issues of the campaign. The larger 
fiart of hLs time tie devoted to the pro- 
tectlve tariff system, delivering an elab¬ 
orate argument in favor of its reten¬ 
tion. More briefly he defended the ex¬ 
travagance of the Administration, and 
the Philippine question wa« deferred 
until he was almost through hi* speech. 
He said he w'ax to talk of measures and 
not men, but In closing ascribed, many 
virtues to "our red-blooded President." 
saying that th^re might be another 
man as courageous and a® honest a® 
Mr. Roosevelt, but the American peo¬ 
ple wxiuld not believe It.

Shaw 1 s Stories. 


Mr. Shaw is an experienced cam¬ 
paigner and holds his audience by many 
little tricks and mahnerisms that relieve 
the dryest portions of his argument. 
Whenever possible he introduced a hu¬ 
morous story to Illustrate his point and 
constantly referred to his audiences as 
"the boys." % 

"I want the boys to get this thought." 
he would say, or "Now', boys, am I 
right?" 

Frequently during, the course of his 
speech he W'ould single out one man 
near the stage and speak to him per¬ 
sonally, and on several occasions he 
addressed himself to one of the small 
boys seated on the front row. asking 
them to remember what he had said 
when they grew to be men As the 
evening wore on, some of the men in 
the rear of the audience began to leave 
and Mr. Shaw frequently requested 
them to remain, saying that their leav¬ 
ing prevented some of "tho boys" from 
getting his thought. 

Several tiroes during the evening some 
of the crow'd let out a series of yelps, 
which apparently disconcerted the 
speaker, and he finally remarked "Don't 
leave, boys, the doors of the cage are 
securely locked."

Entertained 1 At Pendennis. 


Mr. Shaw reached Louisville yester¬ 
day afternoon at 4 o'clock. He wax 
met by a committee composed of former 
Gov. W. O. Bradley’, Col. Morris B. 
Belknap, John C. Wood, Andrew Cow¬ 
an, Logan C. Murray, W. C. Owens 
and other Republicans. Rooms had 
been secured for him at the Galt House 
and he w*as entertained at dinner at 
the Pendennis Club. He spent the night 
at the Ga't House and will leave this 
morning for Lafayette, Ind., where he 
will Join Senator Charles W. Fairbanks 
and both will make speeches to-day. 

Major W. C. Owen® introduced Mr. 
Shaw. 

Mr. Shaw spent several minutes in 
explaining that he meant to be fair 
and Invited his hearers to question his 
sUtemants df thej* were unfair. 

"But ft you don't question It to¬ 
night." he said, "don’t do it to-mor¬ 
row after I am gone. The boys will 
laugh at you if you do. If you ques¬ 
tion It to-night, I will correct it or 
prove it."

Charles N. Burch Resigns From the 

L. and N.—Goes With Illinois Central 

Becomes Genera! Solicitor With Headquarters In Mem¬ 
phis—Rapid Rise of Splendid Young Official.

5 PER CENT. 


LEASE FOR PLANT ALLOWED. 


The necessftry steps for winding up 
the affairs of the Evening Post Com- j 
rany a* a result of the receivership 
suit brought by the executors of W. 
N. Haldenian's estate were set on foot 
yesterday, when John L. Dodd, attor¬ 
ney of the Louisville Trust Company, 
the receiver, petitioned Judge Shackel¬ 
ford Miller to direct that active charge 
be taken of the property and for advice 
and instruction as to its disposition. 
This order was entered and the case re¬ 
ferred to the Commissioner to take 
proof as to any claims against the com¬ 
pany and make a report regarding 
available assets and outstanding lia¬ 
bilities. Upon every point raised by the 
H&ldeman executors, attorneys for the 
defendants admit their defeat and the 
long-drawn out litigation over the 
questions Involved has only had the ef¬ 
fect of delaying for a year and a half 
an equitable settlement of the Evening 
Post's affairs. 

• • • 

Defendants Lose All Along Line. 


In the first Instance th>? Haldeman 
executors, holding as they did 8 per 
cent, of the Evening Post Company's 
stock, demanded that they should be 
given a look at the corporation's books 
in order to ascertain whether the busi¬ 
ness was being conducted properly. 
This was denied, and the suit for re¬ 
ceiver followed. In the petition fil^d 
by Mr. Dodd the whole oourse of tlie 
suit through both Federal and State 
courts Is set forth, showing that the 
contentions of the defendants had been 
denied in every particular and that 
had the plaintiffs* demands been con¬ 
ceded in the first place much unneces¬ 
sary litigation would have been avoid¬ 
ed. The Federal Court receiver of the 
property had recently tendered to the 
Louisville Trust Company a lease of 
the entire property of the Evening 
Post Company to the new Evening 
Post Company. The State court re¬ 
ceiver. however, declined to accept 
this, and In the petition filed by Mr. 
Dodd demanded actual possession. This 
Judge Miller held to be right. It was 
then agreed between Mr. Dodd, for the 
trust company, and James P. Helm, for 
the Evening Post Company, that the 
plant of the paper should be leused by 
the receiver back tb the new company 
with the understanding that it should 
remain a going concern and kept In 
good running order. 

• • • / 

Receiver Gets the Cash. 


It was further agreed that the cash, 
amounting to about $26,000. collected 
since the organization of the new com¬ 
pany should be paid over to the re¬ 
ceiver. The new company will then 
have the privilege of borrowing it back 
Rt o per cent, interest. Mr. Helm asked 
that an order be immediately entered 
requiring the receiver to set about 
winding up the company's affairs. Mr. 
Dodd, however, pointed out thut the 
statute required thirty days' advertise¬ 
ment In which creditors would be given 
opportunity to present their claims. 
Judge Miller held this to be tly© cor¬ 
rect. view of the matter. Mr. Helm 
slated that he represented ail the cred¬ 
itors and 92 per cent, of the stock, and 
that his clients wanted a quick settle¬ 
ment. 

• • • 

May Look At Books. 


Mr. Dodd replied that the plaintiffs 
wanted to get a look at the books and 
he convinced as to the company's con¬ 
dition before any settlement, declaring 
that an examination of the books had 
long been denied the minority stock¬ 
holders. 

Judge Miller ordered that all stock¬ 
holders be given the right to examine 
the books any time they saw fit. The 
defendants have no more resistance to 
make on this question. The books will 
hereafter be under control of the re¬ 
ceiver and all the stockholders will 
have the right to satisfy themselves ns 
to the company's standing. An Inspec¬ 
tion of them will soon be made.

For final success he needs 
but the support and co-operation which 
such a brave, and as he has proven 
himself competent, leader has a right 
to expect. The aid he seeks and de¬ 
serves Is the ballot and the active ser¬ 
vice of every loyal supporter of himself 
or party in securing at the polls on 
Tuesday next the victory which is 
within ready reach If all will hear 
themselves as bravely and loyally In 
their sphere as lie has In his. 


# Quay Outdone. 

Shortly after Mr. Roosevelt's nomina¬ 
tion at Chicago, when It was an¬ 
nounced that he had selected Mr. Cor¬ 
telyou <to be chairman of the Repub¬ 
lican National Committee, the late 
Bona tor Quay, himself a master of ma¬ 
chine politics, was reported ns express¬ 
ing his Intention to say to the Presi¬ 
dent that he had made a mistake. 

Later developments, however, have 
proved that Mr. Roosevelt s scheme in 
making this selection was far shrewder 
aud deeper than Quay comprehended, 
and If the Pennsylvania boss were olive 
to-day he would be compelled to admit 
that his pupil in the White House has 
surpassed him In playing the peculiar 
political game of which he was the 
acknowledged moMe-r. 

On the announcement qf Mr. Cortel- 
you’s selection, for this post, the sur¬ 
prised country was told by Mr. Roose¬ 
velt’s friends that it was the result of 
the President’s desire to break away 
from machine method® in the conduct 
of the campaign. They supported this 
contention by pointing to the fact that 
Mr. Cortelyou was utterly without ex¬ 
perience m -this field. In which experi¬ 
ence 4s essential to success. That was 
wholly satisfactory to Mr. Roosevelt. 
The last three years have shown that 
nothing is more satisfactory to him 
than to preach righteousness from the 
front door while playing the devil at 
the back. His selection of •Cortelyou, 
ro heralded as a revolt from ma¬ 
chine methods, has since been revealed 
as the boldest and most sinister resort 
to those methods ever made in this 
country. 

On this point, which has already 'been 
fully brought out by the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal. the Now York Times- says: 

“Instantly upon the appointment of Mr. 
Cortelyou as chairman of tho Republican 
National Committee, the men of the 
trusts perceived that tho President was 
Immediately, personally and officially re¬ 
sponsible for him. That a check given 
to Cortelyou secures freedom from mo¬ 
lestation by the President they firmly be¬ 
lieve. The belief Is natural; It Is in¬ 
evitable. The President's amazing .course 
baa made it so. Mr. Cortelyou presents 
himself to those gentlemen ns one who 
sells indulgences. Whenever ho accepts 
a check from a trust or from a railroad 
system made up of combi nod rival lines 
engaged In interstate traffic, he virtually 
and In effect grants a remission of Fed¬ 
eral penance for any sins the contributor 
may have committed, or may in future 
commit, by way of restraint of trade. 
Tho President Is put under obligations to 
the gentlemen Into whoso doings he might 
ask his Attorney General to make an of¬ 
ficial Inquiry. Through his responsibility 
for Mr. Cortelyou ho pledges himself not 
to ‘run amuck,* to begin no more terrify¬ 
ing proceedings against reetrainors of 
trade or those having the power to re¬ 
strain it.

The political outlook In this, the last 
week of the campaign. Is In every re¬ 
spect such as to encourage the Democ¬ 
racy and to Invite them to continued 
and Increased energy In furthering 
their causo and securing the victory 
which Is within their reach with proper 
effort.

In a conservation not 
long ago Mr. llnnlon recalled a few of 
the earlier rules for make-up How many 
know that Hnrelquin, when he holds his 
mask before his eyes, is supposed to be 
Invisible to the other characters in the 
pantomime and when he removes tho 
mask he Is seen by all? How many know* 
that the threo typical marks nn tho 
cibwn * face, the only relief from tho 
whiteness of the features* ore there, or 
rather, were put there for (tom* 1 special 
reason, the meaning of which is known to 
no man to-day, yet in their lime were 
hryi made by the Greek* tn their ponto- 
mimea. and jtrobably before the time of 
the Greeks. They are actually sign writ¬ 
ing* which told the spectator of olden 
times Just the exact temperament of the 
character, as the chin piece denotes the 
German comedian of to-day.

BY RECEIVER SOUTHGATE. 


DEFENDANTS ARE TO FAY $7,- 
500—ACTIONS DISMISSED. 


KENTUCKY’S FAIR EXHIBIT. 


Lexington, Ky., Nov. 1.—[Special]— 
The suit filed two years ago by Butler 
T. Southgate, receiver of the Industrial 
Mutual Deposit Company, against Dr. 
A. P. Taylor, Dr. W. E. Bannister, J. 
H. Baker, William E. Bush and Will¬ 
iam Curran, was fto-day settled out of 
court, and by the terms of the agree¬ 
ment the defendants ore to pay to Re¬ 
ceiver Southgate -the aggregate sum of 
87,500 and to transfer to him their 
claims against the Germania Guaranty 
Company, upon condition that the civil 
action now pending against them be 
dismissed. These are the first of the 
numerous Investment company cases to 
reach an adjustment In the courts. The 
report of the receiver, recommending 
that the terms of the proposed settle¬ 
ment be accepted, was filed In court, 
and Judge Parker ordered the accept¬ 
ance of the terms, ^he defendants are 
given fifteen days In which to make 
the settlement, and for the present, or 
until the claims are adjusted, the suits 
will remain on ‘the common law' docket. 

The agreement affects all the civil ac- 
tiorfe against the officers and directors 
of the Industrial Mutual Deposit Com¬ 
pany, and rids the docket of the Fayette 
Circuit Court of a number of actions 
that promised to extend over a number 
of years and cause an almost endless 
litigation. The amounts sued for by the 
receiver aggregated about $80,000, and 
•when this is considered the amount, $7.- 
500, agreed upon In settlement Is small, 
but Receiver Southgate contends that 
hnd the suits been prosecuted and Judg¬ 
ments obtained the continued expanse 
and the alleged Insolvency of several of 
, the defendants would have interfered 
•with the realisation of a sum larger 
than what will now be received. The 
compromise of these cases In no way 
affects the criminal charges of embez¬ 
zlement against the defendants, which 
will be tried at the coming term of 
court

McMlchael Case On Trial. 


rhe case of R. J. McMlchael against 
Frank Sutton and W. C. Longmlre. 
Democratic election officers In Precinct 
F, which was filed Saturday afternoon, 
came up again before Judge Parker this 
morning, and In handing down his de¬ 
cision he declared the general principle 
that the courts certainly afforded a 
remedy when a legal voter has been de¬ 
prived of his right to register. Judge 
Parker overruled the general demurrer 
of the defendants to the petition. The 
suit was brought by Attorney H. G. 
Snyder, for McMlchael, and asked that 
the court Issue a mandatory order to 
compel the defendants, Sutton and 
Longmlre, to meet with J. Howard 
Curry and M. O. O’Neill, the Repub¬ 
lican officers in the same precinct, and 
decide upon the right of McMlchael 'to 
register. The allegation was made In 
the petition that McMlchael wuh pre*. 
vented from registering by the dilatory 
tactics of the defendants. 

Attorney Snyder to-day filed an 
amended petition setting out the fact 
that McMlchael had actually demanded 
to be registered, and that he was re¬ 
fused by the defendants, Sutton and 
Longmlre. The defendants then enter¬ 
ed a demurrer to the mlsjotner of the 
plaintiff, which the court sustained. On 
the ground that the petition set out two 
distinct and inconsistent causes of ac¬ 
tion, Attorney Bronston, for the de¬ 
fense, entered a motion to strike from 
•the petition all allegations save those 
which referred to the demand made by 
McMlchael to register. Attorney Sny¬ 
der contended that his petition was 
not Inconsistent, but. If lit were held to 
be so, asked leave to amend, which 
was granted. The amendment was read 
at the afternoon session of court, and 
arguments were then heard by Judge 
Parker.

Wants State Exhibit. 


Prof. J. C. Norwood, of the State Col¬ 
lege, who has Just returned from St. 
Louis, Is endeavoring to have the State 
exhibit at the World's Fair placed on 
exhibition In the State Museum here, 
where It will be of great value to the 
educational pursuit of the thousands 
of students who attend college in this 
city annually. The exhibit is the prop¬ 
erty of the State and the committee of 
fifteen which has it In charge are au¬ 
thorized to place It where it, will best 
subserve the interest of the Common¬ 
wealth, the selection of the place being 
subject to the approval of the Gov¬ 
ernor. At the close of the Chicago 
World’s Fair the most valuable of the 
mineral and agricultural exhibits from 
Kentucky were placed In the State 
Museum then in Frankfort. Since then 
the museum has been removed to this 
city and is now on the third floor of 
the Science building at State College. 
Thts museum is controlled by the State 
Geological Survey, of which Prof. Nor¬ 
wood Is at the head.

COURT OF APPEALS DENIES 


WRIT OF PROHIBTION ASKED 
FOR BY PROSECUTOR HUE- 
FAKER. 


BRITTON CASE IS AFFECTED, 


Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 1.—[Special.]— 
The writ of prohibition asked for by 
Commonwealth’s Attorney Joseph M. 
Huffaker, of the Jefferson Circuit Court, 
to restrain Judge S. E. Jones, of the 
Tenth Judicial district, which includes 
the county of Bullitt, from taking Juris¬ 
diction of the person of John R. T. Bar 
hour, the slayer of Francis J. Hagan, 
was denied by the Court of Appeals 
at to-day’s session of that court. The 
denial of the wrl't was embodied in an 
opinion delivered by Justice O’Rear, 
the whole court sitting and concurring 
ln the decision. It upholds the decision 
of Judge Joseph Pryor, of the Jefferson 
Criminal Court, who sent Barbour to 
Bullitt county for irial, on writ of ha¬ 
beas corpus sued out by his counsel. 

The ruling of the Appellate Court 
In the case Is that jurisdiction In such 
cases as that at bar. where the person 
assaulted dies In another county from 
that in which the assault was commit 
ted, Is, by teh statute, concurrent In 
the two counties, but that ttfe taking ot 
jurisdiction by one of the counties lmjs 
the other from proceeding In the mat¬ 
ter. The court points out that BarDuur 
was arrested first ln the county of 
Bullitt, where the shooting took place, 
the charge being shooting, and that it 
was competent for the examining court 
to have changed the charge upon the 
death of Hagan, and that at the time 
Barbour was arrested ln the city of 
Louisville he was upon ball from the 
examining court of Bullitt county to 
present himself there for trial on the 
charge against him, or any charge con¬ 
nected with or growing out of It. In 
passing on the point raised in the c*?e 
the court 9ays that It was competent 
for the Legislature to provide that 
when a crime la committed ln part In 
one county and part In another it may 
be punished ln either. 

The Action was by Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Joseph M. Huffaker. of the 
Jefferson Criminal Court, against Judge 
S. E. Jones, of the Tenth Judicial dls 
trlct, praying that a w rit of prohibit on 
issue out of the court here to prevent 
his taking Jurisdiction of the person of 
John R, T. Barbour for trial under a 
charge of murder. Barbour was arrest¬ 
ed In Bullitt county on the charge of 
shooting, and a day later was arrested 
In Louisville, charged with murder, his 
victim having died In that city, where 
he had been taken after the shooting. 
The contention of the Commonwealth’s 
Attorney was that the Jefferson Court 
had jurisdiction, being the court that 
first preferred the charge of murder, 
and arrested the defendant. Barbour, on 
that charge. On writ of habeas corpus, 
Judge Pryor, of the Jefferson Criminal 
Court, sent BarboUr to Bullitt county 
to be tried.

Opinion of Court 


The court here in denying the writ of 
prohibition says ln part: 

Tn tht. case at bar Jurisdiction to try 
the accus'd was by statute concurrent In 
the twi counties when- the crime was 
committed, the one in which the shot was 
fired and the one In which the death re¬ 
sulted The authorities of the county 
where the'shot was fired first arrested 
Barbour. So far n* he wa* concerned, the 
deed was done. It merely depended upon 
later development* to determine the de- 

f rrt*o of hi* crime, if guilty. Having him 
n. rueljdy. I: was competent for the ex¬ 
amining court of Bullitt county to have 
changed the charge upon which he was 
arrested so as to fit the facts of the case 
at any time p-ndlng Inquiry. The pris¬ 
oner was no less In custody of the court 
bfrauK* he w’ft* out on ball His ball was 
hi* gamier, as has been said, who had 
undertaken to have him present at the 
appointed time by the committing magis¬ 
trate. and at all time* pending the* in¬ 
quiry to answer not only the charge upon 
Which he had been presented, but any 
charge connected with or growing out 
of It. of which In the Judgment of the 
court th«» accused wm*» probably guilty. 

Where Jun*dlctIon Is concurrent in two 
or more courts It Is plain that both cannot 
nt the sum#* time exorcise it. And if one 
takes Jurisdiction of a particular offense 
that another can never do go. The per¬ 
sonal presence of the accused at his trial 
in cases of felony Is Indispensable under 
the Constl till ion. It Is equally true that 
when once In jeopardy the accused caii- 
not be tried again for the same offense. 
Thoje constitutional provisions, aside 
from the familiar rule* of procedure by 
courts having concurrent Jurludlctlon of 
offense*, point to the conclusion that 
where one court 'has assumed Jurisdiction 
It b comes exclusive. It Is concurrent 
so long as neither has begun to exercise 
It. Section 24 of the criminal Code of 
Practice merely defines what would prob 
ably have been the Judicial course in It* 
ubsence. which Is that if neither court 
has gone so far as to find an Indictment, 
thereby taking Jurisdiction of the offense, 
then any other court ln which It may be 
tried originally can by taking the ac- 
cused Into custody affix It* Jurisdiction as 
the exclusive one In the matter. 

The i*erpetrator of an unlawful deed Is 
presumed to have Intended the natural 
and actual consequences of his act; so 
that when hi* victim doe* not Immediately 
die and he gVDc* about his iff.Urs the Injury 
and It* cause ac ompany -him. It should 
not He in. the mouth of one committing 
a felonious uwnuH to claim Immunity 
from the extreme consequences of hla 
deed because the iiersron stricken has gone 
to another county before <he succumbs to 
his wound. It was, therefore, competent 
for the legislature to provide that when 
a crime is committed In part In one coun¬ 
ty and part In another, it may be pun¬ 
ished In either. Wo hold that Section 
1.147 of Kentucky Statute*, supra, and 
Section 24 of the Criminal Code of Prac¬ 
tice, are* not violative of Section 11 of the 
Bill of Rights of the Constitution of 
Kentucky. 

The ruling otf the court ln the Bars- 
hour cose affects the case of William 
Unitton, the Breathitt county man, In¬ 
dicted at IiCXlngton. It reverses the 
ruling of Circuit Judge Watts Parker 
that the Fayette Circuit Court had not 
Jurisdiction* to try* Britton.

Section. Declared Tnvalid. 


In an opinion delivered by Chief Jus¬ 
tice Burnham the court reversed » 
Judgment of the Bell Circuit Court In u 
case of W. H. Ingram against B. A. 
Fuson, Police Judge, and declared to 
be void Section 3.49U of the Kentucky 
Statutes. This section confers Jurla- 
dlet Ion upon the Police Court of town 
or city for two miles beyond the cor¬ 
porate llmrtts of the same. The court 
beknv sustained the validity of the 
section. The Court here says that un¬ 
der Section 143 of the Constitution 
the General Assembly had not the pow¬ 
er or authority to confer Jurisdiction 
on Police Courts beyond the limits of 
the city.

GOOD MONEY IN 


RAISING PEANUT CROP. 


Experiment In McCracken County 
This Year Was Highly 
Successful. 


Paducah, Ky.. Nov. 1.—[Special.]— 
The Southern Peanut Company, of this 
city, in experimenting with peanut¬ 
raising in this county, has found the 
soli adaptable. The production was 2(0 
bushels to the acre and the quality Is 
fine. Manager J. W. Scott, of the 
Southern Peanut Company, says the 
peanuts will pay the farmer® of West¬ 
ern Kentucky better than tobacco or 
cotton, the latter also being an experi¬ 
ment this year. He says the peanuts 
raised here are better *hun any In the 
country. The nut* are of finer quality 
and the quantity larger per acre than 
those raised In Virginia and Tennessee, 
the biggest peanut-raising States In the 

country. 

Peanuts raised on the Exall place 
yielded $175 per acre, and the hay l» 
worth $40 p£r ^icre, making a total of 
$215 an acre. This year about 500 acres 
of goobers were raised in Western Ken¬ 
tucky in the counties of McCracken. 
Graves and Ballard. Next year Mr. 
8cott expects hundreds of acres to be 
sown. He fumlehes the seed to any 
farmer desiring to plant them, and he 
has had a great many calls for them.

Indianapolis. Ind., >?bv. 1. —James 
Whitcomb . Riley, the well-known 
Hoosier-poet, underwent a pevene ordeal 
In a peace Justice court tq-day, when* 
he was compelled to testify against 
William Miller, a colored barber, at 
whose shop Mr. Riley has shaved many 
years and always on Sunday morning. 
The prosecution was Invoked by the 
Barbers’ Union, under the Sunday 
closing law. Miller Is foreman of the 
Denison House barbershop, and. though 
he knew that the committee of th<r 
union was watching his place, he ad¬ 
mitted Mr. Riley and one of bl» men 
shaved the poet and put a neat curl 
In his hair. The court was compelled 
to wait some time on thfc poet, but he 
finally appeared arid reluctantly took 
the witness chair. He was asked If 
he knew Miller and replied that he did. 
Then he surprised the prosecution by 
saying that Miller did not shave him 
on the /day on which the barber was 
charged with violating the law, but he 
admitted that Miller was ln charge 
of the shop on the Sunday ln question, 
and that he saw him there directing 
his men. 

Then the colored attorney, who ap¬ 
peared for Miller, took the witness In 
hand. He tried to make the poet say 
that he was not sure that Miller wild 
present, but Riley would not cast sus¬ 
picion on his own memory In that way 
and reuily made his testimony stronger 
than it had bpen brought out for the 
State. Miller was fined one dollar and 
costs for violating the law.

Frankie Is a fighter and every time 
he found himself boring In, as he always 
does the refers© threatened to disqualify 
him.* In the ninth inning ho had Bowker 
on queer street and went In twice to fin¬ 
ish him—both times th** referee made him 
stop. If our friends hadn't backed Frank 
so heavily I would have token him out 
of the ring.

We were going 
out to get something to eat. but it was so 
raw and disagreeable that when one of 
the officials of the club proposed wo 
should eat there wv> agreed.

Nashville College *»f Law/* endeavored 
to sell for $10 honorary degrees of doc¬ 
tor of laws; further that the college is 
not a bona fide institution, has no of¬ 
ficers and no trustees; that the diplo¬ 
ma is not printed on parchment and 
did not cost $10 and that th*» represen¬ 
tation Is Intended to defraud. 

The indictment was rendered Novem¬ 
ber 30. list;:. Farr obtained a writ <»f 
habeas corpus to prevent Ids extradi¬ 
tion from the District of Columbia. The 
lower court here discharged the writ 
and issued an order remanding him to 
the custody of a United States Mar¬ 
shal.

RECEIVER MUST SHOW CAUSE 

Why Suits Against Asphalt Concerns 
Should Not Be Quashed. 

Trenton, N. Nov. 1.— Judge Lan- 
ning. in the United States District 
Court, to-day issued a decree directing 
Receiver Tat null, of the Asphalt Com¬ 
pany of America and the National As¬ 
phalt Company, to show cause w’hy the 
pending suits against the promoters of 
the concerns should not be discon¬ 
tinued. 

The court also ordered postponed the 
suit against George W. Elkins, of this 
city, to recover $1,659,432 alleged illegal 
profits from the organization of the 
companies, which was scheduled for 
trial here to-morrow. 

This action was the result of a peti¬ 
tion filed by the Land-title and Trust 
Company of Philadelphia. in the name 
of the bondholders, asking the court to 
direct Receiver Tat nail to discontinue 
the suits against the promoters of the 
asphalt companies. The bondholders' 
petition is based on the statement of 
Mr Elkins that he is prepared to Tur- 
nlrfh the consent of the holders of all 
certificates except $12,800 to the dis¬ 
continuance of the suits. The noncon¬ 
senting holders of certificates he Is pre¬ 
pared to pay. to the trustee, "whatever 
amount Is the largest to which they 
would be entitled as their share of all 
recovery In the units instituted against 
him and the other promoters.

An active crusade ngainst feeding dis¬ 
tillery slop to dairy cattle will be begun 
at. once by the new Jefferson County 
Board of Health, which was organized 
yesterday under the new' law which 
created the board.

Under the new law governing County 
Boards of Health, the State Board of 
Health selects three members, the 
County Judge makes the fourth, and 
th* last member Is selected by the Fis¬ 
cal Court. The State Board appointed 
tlie following: Dr. George W. Griffiths, 
Dr. M. IC. Allen and Dr. T. H. Baker. 
James P. Gregory, the County Judg-*, 
and Dr. Smock, who was selected by 
the Fiscal Court, are the other two 
members. The board met yesterday 
and organized b y the election of officers 
and the adoption of rh** rules anil reg¬ 
ulations of th** State Board of Health 
as its rules.

Dr. Allen stopped to a 
large extent, 1 i> the city, the sale of 
milk from swill-fed cows, but he was 
not able to do as much as he wanted. 
The county board has now decided to 
tak»> up the fight, and the two htwirds 
wilt work together. The practice of 
feeding dairy cattle ori the swill will 
bfestopped through warrants, and In a 
short time It is hoped to stamp out the 
custom of using this feed. Physicians 
say that milk from cows fed on swill 
is not only not nutritious, but is als" 
unheaJthful, especially when fed to 
small children. *

The «econd day's supplemental reg¬ 
istration yesterday almost equaled the 
record-breaking figure* of the first day.

He was Informed 
that this was too late to give him a 
vote. He then left the office and went 
to Republican headquarters. A few 
minutes later he returned with a Re¬ 
publican worker. He explained that he 
cow remembered that he had moved 
In at 315 Pearl street on August 29. This 
la in time to have given him a vote. 
When questioned further he said that 
while on hla way to Republican head¬ 
quarters his memory as to when he 
moved cleared rapidly, and that when 
he reached there he was positive as to 
the date. The excuse appeared entirely 
too flimsy, and he was denied registra¬ 
tion.

Three deaths occurred at the City 
Hospital yesterday within a few hours 
of each other. The first was that of 
Mrs. Lizzie Cowan, an aged domestic, 
who hod been in the home of Mrs. G. 
G. Bherrard, 118 Galt avenue, for many 
years. Her death occurred at 4:30 
o'clock yesterday morning after an ill¬ 
ness of three weeks of a complication 
of ailments. At 7:15 o’clock Mrs. Alice 
eimmons, who took poison at her home 
at Seventh and Zane streets Monday 
night, succumbed to the effects of the 
drug. The third death was that of 
John Liebergotte, an aged German, 
who was entered at the hospital three 
weeks ago. suffering from a general 
break-down. Liebergotte had for many 
years been an inmate of the almshouse. 
He was sixty-nine years old. and Is said 
to have been of the pioneer German 
citizens of Louisville, and at one time 
accounted a wealthy man. His for¬ 
tune was lbst in speculation many 
years ago.

Thousands of dollars In taxes which 
may be due the city of Louisville are 
Involved in the interrogatory deposi¬ 
tions which are now being taken in 
New York In the case of the city of 
Louisville against The Continental To¬ 
bacco Company. The case has been 
hanging fire for four years In the local 
courts and probably will be decided 
shortly. Henry L. Btone, the City At¬ 
torney, representing Louisville, and 
Charles H. Gibson and A. E. Willson, 
representing the tobacco company are 
in New York now, having left h^re on 
Monday to take the evidence of a num¬ 
ber of witnesses who reside in that 
State, and whose depositions only will 
be used in the trial of the case here. 
The Louisville lawyers will be away 
for several days. 

The cose Is one of the most Important 
that have been brought by the city in 
many years, and Is something of the 
same nature as that filed against C. C. 
Mengel und Bro. which was recently 
decided by the Kentucky Cpurt of Ap¬ 
peals In favor of the company. The 
Continental Company claims exemption 
from city taxes on its plant located 
here, for a period of five years from 
the time the plant was erected or rath¬ 
er bought from local capitalists. The 
City Assessor taxed the property as 
he would any other and It was neces¬ 
sary to bring suit for the enforcement 
of the tax assessment. The company 
will owe the city about $75,000 In taxes 
If the cose is finally decided against It. 

Aside from the Importance of the 
lump sum which will be paid by the 
Continental Company the rase will he 
a precedent for future actions of this 
kind, and will settle the status of cor¬ 
porations which may change their 
names or reincorporate in order to take 
advantage of the law exempting new 
business enterprises for a period of five 
years. The Court of Appeals in de¬ 
ciding that the Mengel Company, by 
rein corpora ting could obtain the ex¬ 
emption, said the case was not to be 
taken as a precedent for future actions. 
The Continental case will set the, prec¬ 
edent. and the Court of Appeals will 
be asked to change the ruling laid down 
In the Mengel case.

ELECTRICAL INSPECTOR BUSY. 

Twenty Permits Issued Yesterday 
For Wiring of Houses. 

Frank W. Parfiitt, the Inspector of 
electric wiring, yestf-rday began his 
duties and the first d«ay was a busy 
one with :him. He issued twetvty per¬ 
mit* for the wiring of hou«aes and in¬ 
spected a number of buildings. The 
property owners were eviden tly wa ting 
for the office to open before having 
their work done and they almost 
swamped Mr. Parfltt. He has an of¬ 
fice with the cRy building inspector. 
All electric wiring, for light or heat, 
nvust be put in according to direc¬ 
tions laid down by the city ordinance, 
and the Louisville Lighting Company 
will not put in a meter until Mr. Far- 
fit'L has approved the wiring. He makes 
an inspection and gives his otficial 
stamp to the work: until this i9 done 
the bulldJng cannot be lighted with 
electricity. Mr. Parfltt Is acting with 
the Board of Fire Under writers, and 
upon notification from that body that 
a building is badly or unsafely wired, 
he will make an inspection and may 
condemn the builMing. in which case 
the 'Wiring must be changed within five 
days.

In two suits filed' yesterday by J. S. 
Roberts he charges that Joseph and 
Jennie Rush have defrauded him out 
of property' worth $2,500 and cash and 
other p rsimalty to the value of $1,295.10.

It is charged by the plaintiff that on 
September 19. 1903. when both plaintiff 
and his wife were very weak and 
111 the Rushes took advantage of 
their weak condition and prevailed 
upo-n them to execute a deed to the 
property In their favor for considera¬ 
tion of $1 and love and affection. The 
plaintiff says that the $1 was never 
paid and that the consideration of love 
ind affection Is false. He asks that 
the transfer be declared void. Person¬ 
alty left by plaintiff's wife, including 
property and money, is -equal to 
$1,295.10, which was bequeathed by will 
to the defendants. Plaintiff says that 
under the statutes of Kerrtucky a hus¬ 
band is entitled to the personalty of 
A wife and that he renounced the pro¬ 
visions of the will. The defendants, 
however, he says, continue to hold the 
property. He also asks $230 for alleged 
wrongful detention. 

Damages For Injured Hand.
